500 Bronze Medallions 
Of Roosevelt Likeness 
Being Cast at U. S. Mint 

PHILADELPHIA. March 19 —UP) 
—Franklin D. Roosevelt's likeness— 
barred from stamps and coins dur¬ 
ing his lifetime—is being cast on 500 
bronze medallions at the United 
States mint in Philadelphia. 

The medals are the latest in a 
series portraying the chief executive 
of the nation. 

Bearing the number "1/* the first 
of thg Roosevelt medallions will be 
presented to the president The nex* 
rive, also numbered, go to the direc ¬ 
tor of the mint for distribution. Of¬ 
ficial distribution will take the en¬ 
tire 500 but after that many more 
will be struck off for public sale 

Three inches in diameter, the 
medallions bear a likeness of Mr. 
Roosevelt and his name on one side, 
with the presidential seal and the 
inauguration date on the other side. 

John R. SLnnock. engraver at the 
mint, is the designer.
